The recent slump In the market Quo- 
tation tor these bonds may be due in 
the first place to a misapprehension on 
the part ot eerUia small Investors re- 
Kardlng the tax exemption feature. It 
has been eommoa to accord to the 
Firat Liberty Loaa BoBda, the 3M». a 
preferential valao on the score ot ux 
ezempUoB. tar above tha 4a and 4Hi*. 
And yet a groat many smaU iaveators 
la tha latter boada do net aeem to 
realiae that thair aaearltlaa, for the 
most part, poraoaa the aama merit. In 
other words, the 4s and 4^ per cent 
bonds are alao tnlljr^aBjree from the 
normar income' taa, bow' or hefwfter 
imposed by the United Stataa aa the 
•i Ml per cent bonda. And they are also 
f ! ee of the surtax or excess protiU tw, 
now or hereafter Imposed, up to an 
aggregate holding of $6,000. 

On a monieni s r.-flectiOB It wUI be 
seen that this exemption from taxation 
kts out I very large element ot the 
people; for there .ire relatively tew 
whose inron-.eri are Involved In the con- 
.slderation of purtax^p and excess prof- 
its. Yet most ol ihp liquidation In the 
Liberty Bonds come.- nom the small 
Investors. 

That It l.s not alway:» a desire to liqui- 
date on account of "inability to carry 
the bonds" is evident from the fact 
that some small holders have been 
selling their 43 and in order to 
buy the 3 4s. for their complete tax 
exemption quality. Such persons are 
displaying a woeful ignorance in re- 
gard to the Liberty Bond statutes. 

But more to be deplored is the gen- 
eral laclc of appreciation of the ultl 
mate value of the Liberty Bonds, no 
matter of what description. All the 
economies of war finance point to gov 
emment bonds aa the soundest and 
most far-sighted Investment a person 
can m %^» during these times. And this 
ia BMre than ever applicable to the 
obllgationa of the United States gov 
emmant. Poraoaa should realise that 
by iaveatlag Ib government bonds now 
thoy are baytag with cheap money a 
call oa doar moaoy in the future.
